Berlin Mills Company’s immense 
saw mills plant was destroyed by 
fire early this morning. Five hun 
dred men are thrown out of em 
pioyment temporarily. The mills 
were running day and night and 
there are about 45,000,000 feet of 
logs in their booms. Work will 
be commenced to-morrow morn¬ 
ing upon a coffer dam prepara¬ 
tory to rebuilding on the same 
site mills, perhaps not as large, 
but with fully as great a capacity 
as those burned, which handled 
400,000 feet of lumber per day. 

The fire is a serious blow to the 
workmen at Berlin, although 'the 
company will employ, at one thing 
or another, all the men it can, es¬ 
pecially those with families. The 
Messrs. Brown of Portland, the 
owners of the plant, came here 
on a special train to-day and gave 
instructions as to the work of clear¬ 
ing up and rebuilding. They 
were also very encouraging in 
their talk with their employes re¬ 
garding the outlook for the future. 
WILL HAVE USE TOR IT AT ONCE. 

Augusta, July 11. —The Berlin 
Mills Company recently purchased 
the incompleted saw mills 
being built at Farmingdale 
by G. A. & C. M. Phillips, 
just above Gardiner, and on which 
work was stopped owing to the sui 
cide of the head of the firm, Hon 
G. A. Philiips of Waterville, May 
6 , 1896. 

The plant has been completed 
and the machinery was turned 
over for the first time Saturday. 
The plant is in readiness to be 
started at any time and is said to 
be one of the finest saw mills 
New England.

Girls Desire to Teach, Boys to 
Tools, When Grown Up. 
Children in their early teens have 
strange ambitions. From 2,600 replies 
to the question, “What would you like 
to do or be when you grow up?’ ’ it is 
recorded in the annual report of the de¬ 
partment of instruction in New York 
that among the girls 88 per cent wanted 
to be teachers, 24 per cent milliners, 11 
per cent clerks and stenographers, 8 per 
cent housekeepers; storekeepers, nurses 
and servants,, each 2 por cont; artists, 1 
per cent; then follow missionaries, mu¬ 
sicians, factory hands and those who 
hope to be wives and mothers, eaoh 
about three-fourths of 1 per cent. It is 
indeed a poor showing for tho desire for 
motherhood. What is wrong with our 
schooling system that most young girls 
make up their minds that they would 
like to bo teachers, and that only three- 
fourths of 1 per cent of them express 
any interest in being a wife and mother? 

Among the boys who were questioned 
the most popular occupations related to 
the trades. Fourteen per cent had this 
preference. Next in frequency oame the 
desire to be merchants, 12 per cont; then 
clerks, 7 per cent; then farmers, 6 per 
cent; doctors, about 6 por cent; lawyers, 
about 6 per cent; engineers, nearly 4 
per cent; teachers and soldiers, each 8 
per cont; railroad men and sailors, each 
2% per cent; business, 2 per cent. The 
rest named 86 different occupations. It 
■was noticed that the boys thought that 
an occupation .that dealt with tools, 
plants or animals meant something that 
conferred power oyer one’s fellows. 
Only in boys about 7 years old was 
there a large preference for such occu¬ 
pations as that of policeman, fireman oi 
railroad man. As he grows older the 
average boy modifios his desire for the 
perilous, until at 14 ho wants to be a 
bank clerk. There is one interesting ex¬ 
ception to this. Tho ambition to bo a 
sailor appears at 7 and increases slowly, 
culminating at 14. 

Here is the composition of a boy of 
14, parents American, his father a la¬ 
borer: ‘.‘When I am a man, I will go to 
sea and be a sailor on tho stormy ocean. 
Then I cau see strange and foreign lands 
and places, where no man but the sailor 
can go. * * * I can go among tho ice¬ 
bergs of the antarctic region, and I can 
spend a nightly winter in some arotio 
country. The dark-continent holds many 
joys for the sailor. He can hunt and 
have adventures without other cost than 
walking into them. Because I speak in 
such glowing terms of the sailor does
